o’¢lock with six coaches, all occupied by soldiers connected with the 
loca] militia—the Queen’s Own Rifles, 48th Highlanders, Royal 
Grenadiers, Canadian Army Service Corps and the Engineers. 

The soldiers on the first section of the train knew nothing 
of the wreek until they reached Toronto.

One of the dead men was a member of the Queen’s Own Rifles 
Maxim Gun Corps, and the other was a member of the 48th High- 
landers, to which corps all the injured belong. 

The casualties resulted from the telescoping of 
passenger car of the troop train by the heavy baggage car ahead 
of it. The force of the impact lifted the baggage car from its 
trucks. It’s walls enveloped the light coach but its floor passed 
above that of the car behind, entting away the seats and sweeping 
the passengers before it. The rear of the baggage car was driven 
about three-quarters of the length of the coach, many of the vie- 
tims being crushed against the bulkhead, while: others, including 
the two dead men, were ground between the two floors. 

Fifty-Six Men In The Car. 

Fully half of the injuries were caused by the men being jam- 
med between the seats which were torn loose. There were fifty- 
six mén in the car, all non-commissioned officers and privates of 
the 48th Highlanders. The Queen’s Own man who was killed, 
had been riding in the baggage car with some comrades of the 
regimental Maxim gun corps. He was hurled in among the others 
with the telescoping of the two cars.

Turkish army, of which nothing is 
definitely known, The news that 
Eski-Baba has been taken by the 
Bulgarian cavalry apparently 
without resistence shows that Na- 
zim Pasha’s army is not where it 


is supposed to have been—on the 
line between Kuleli Burgas of 
Lule Burgas. It may be further 


west in the direction of Democati, 
but it is generally supposed that 
it has retired from the line of rail- 
way and entrenched itself on the 
long line from Democati to 
Thehurlu. 

Constantinople despatches con- 
tinue to speak of the readiness of 
the Turkish army to take the 
offensive. 

The victorious Bulgarian army 
is still advancing. It has occupied 
Bunarhissar and is marching to- 
ward Kuleli Burgas, 

Driven From Europe? 

Unless the ‘Turks are able to 
take the offensive vigorously, the 
present indication is that they will 
be driven out of Europe  alto- 
gether, failing intefference by the 
powers at the present stage to end 
the war, as happened in the Rus- 
sian campaigns against Turkey in 
1878, when Russia had 
Adrianople and was at
